Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-34 drawn to an apparatus for work movement classified in class 219, 
subclass 121.5 

Group II, claim(s) 35, drawn to a tensioning arrangement for a drive belt classified in 
class 198, subclass 836.1. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the tensioning 
arrangement of Group II is separate and distinct from the work movement apparatus of 
Group I. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Dana Tangren on 2-26-2010 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-34. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 35 is withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the inclusion of legal 
phraseology such as "means".

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 19-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
EP 721 ,900 here after Mattingly. 

See column 2, line 8 to column 5, line 49 in Mattingly, teaching a modular unit 
12,17 for use in a an array of units, having a tip 13, transportation system 14,16 that 
propels the work on and off of the tip, control element 72 for controlling the driving of the 
transportation system, a top plate 13 segregating the control element 72 from any

transported work, with the driven transportation system is located in at least two spaced 
apart locations ( see figure 1 , module 12b having two wheels 16 spaced apart or 
module 17 wheels 164-166) of the top and the space not occupied by the transportation 
system, as claimed. The elements of claims 20-27 are set forth in Mattingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 28-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP 721 ,900 (Mattingly) in view of Bonora et al 2002/0108842. 

Mattingly, as described above teaches the claimed subject matter except for 
showing a controller for a series of units for work of differing types, Bonora et al 
teaching the same as conventional on page 3 paragraph 34 to page 8, paragraph 67. In 
view of this teaching it would have been obvious to modify Mattingly to include this work 
movement, to enhance the range of uses of the device.
